EDMONTON (CP) “*■ Pre¬ 
mier William Aberhart, act¬ 
ing Attorney-General of Al¬ 
berta, today telegraphed 
Hon. Erneat Lapointe, 
federal Minister of WHW, 
asking full remission of sen- 
tencea Imposed on G. F. * 
Powell, Brltiah advlaer to 
the Allierta Sorlal Credit 
Board, and Joseph H. Unwin, 
Social Credit member of the 
Alberta Legislature for Ed- 
aon. Mr. Powell and Mr. Un¬ 
win are under ' aentenoe .up . 
Jail terma for publishing de¬ 
famatory libel. 

EARLY REPLY ASKED 

Premier Aberhart's telegram 
lead: 

"Appeal of Powell and Unwin 
igainst convictions for delama 
lory libel and sentences ot six 
and three months respectively 
was dismissed by appellate 
division here. They have no 
further right of court appeal, 
but having regard to disturbed 
rondition of public opinion and 
IU effect on the public peace. I 
strongly urge full remission of 
sentences immediately. Would 
sppreciate your usual prompt 
sonsideration." 

Mr. PoweU and Mr. Unwin 
were convicted and sentenced 
last November, and their appeals, 
heard by the appellate division 
of the Supreme Court of Alberta 
In January, were dismissed in 
unanimous Judgments handed 
Sown last Monday. 

In the trial court judgment, 
Mr. Justice W. C. Ives, sentencing 
Powell, recommended de porta 
don. 

The appellate division Judg¬ 
ments were written by Chief Jus¬ 
tice Horace Harvey. 

JUDGMENT REGISTERED 

George H. Steer, K.C., counsel 
for the private prosecution that 
developed from distribution of a 
leaflet entitled "Bankers’ 
Toadies,” and naming nine Ed¬ 
monton men, registered the 
appellate division judgment at 
the courthouse at noon today. 

Mr. Unwin and Mr. Powell, 
Mill at liberty, were expected to 
surrender before tonight. Delay 
in registering the judgments was 
n.ade to permit Mr. PoweU and 
Mr. Unwin to clear up their per¬ 
sonal affairs.

OTTAWA - Tory enthusiasm 
for an investigation into party 
campaign funds has diminished 
notably over the last few days on 
ParUament Hill. Nevertheless, 
the prospect is definite that some, 
sort of Inquiry will be held. The 
Liberals wUl Insist on It. They 
agree with Hon. C. D. Howe, 
Minister of Tiansport, that Mr. 
Bennett in his speech In the de¬ 
bate on the address said "either 
too much or too little” and that 
the matter must be cleared up. 

The reason the Conservatives 
have lost much of the relish with 
which they looked forward at 
first to the prospect of a cam¬ 
paign fund probe IS the fact that 
the Liberals have made it plain 
that any inquiry which is held 
wlU not be confined to the 
Liberal headquarters, but will go 
back over the five-year period 
from 1930 35, when the Conserva¬ 
tives were in power and In 
charge of federal contracts. The 
particular phase of the Tory ad 
ministration which will come 
under close scrutiny will be the 
contracts awarded In Quebec 
province. 

ST. LAWRENCE “GRAVY” 

Rumor has always associated 
the millions spent In dredging 
the St. Lawrence River with 
political “gravy." The Liberals 
are definitely of the opinion that 
these Irregularities were not by 
any means noticeable by their 
absence during the Tory regime, 
but rather the contrary.

"THERE HAS JUST BEEN PRESENTED 
1 to Sir Archibald Sinclair, Liberal leader, 
for consideration by the British House of 
Commons, a monster petition signed by 
904,000 persons objecting to the high cost of 
living in Great Britain.

sters of all time—A1 Capone. The latest 
reports suggest that he has become a victim 
of paresis, a brain aliment, which may- 
mean hla removal from the United States 
penitentiary system’s Gibraltar to a haven 
for the criminally Insane. 

Capone’s history ia too well known to re¬ 
quire recapitulation. Back in 1931 it was de¬ 
cided by the authorities in charge of the 
administration of Justice In the United States 
that it was about time he was “laid by the 
heels.” He was “picked up'.’ on a charge of 
income tax evasion and finally landed in his 
present domicile—to spend from 10 to 14 
years. 

What the famous gangster has gone 
through in the last year or so Is known only 
to-himself. He is due for parole next year. 
If ha is mentally oapable of the task when 
he regains his freedom he may tell the story 
of his life In Jail. It would he replete with 
descriptions of the many attempts which 
have been made to disturb the even tenor of 
his way, forms of persecution, the exaction 
of which even the most rigid surveillance of 
his guards has not been .able to prevent— 
how all this has worn down his mental and 
physical fibre.
